1. And firſt, It is not barely the Faith of a Heathen, 
Now Gop required of a Heathen to believe, That GOD 
is bat he is 4 Rewarder ef them that diligently ſeek 
him; and that he is to be ſought by glariſying bim as 

GOD, by giving him Thanks for all Things; and by a 
careful Practice of Moral Virtue, of Juſtice, Mercy and 
Truth toward their Fellow Creatures. A Grcek o- 
Reman therefore, yea, a Scythian or Indian, was without 
Excuſe if he did not believe thus much, The Being and 
Attributes of Gop, 1 future State uf Reward and Paniſh- 
ment, and the obligatory Nature of Moral Virtue.

4. What Faith is it then through which we are ſaved ? 
It may be anſwered, firſt, in general, It is a Faith in 


_ CannisT; CnrisT, and God through CHRIST, are 


the proper Object of it. Herein therefore, it is ſaffici- 
ently, abſolutely, diſtinguiſhed from the Faith either of 
Antient or Modern Heathens. And from-the Faith of 


a Devil, it is fally diſtinguiſh'd by this, It is not barely 
2 Speculative, Rational Thing, a cold, lifeleſs Aſſent, a 


Train of Ideas in the Head; but alſo a Diſpoſition of 
the Heart. For thus faith the Scripture, Vith the Heart, 
Man believeth unto Righteouſneſs. And, , thou ſbalt 
confeſs with thy Mouth the Lord Jeſus, and ſhalt believe 


with thy Heart, that GOD hath raiſed bim from the Dead,

5. And herein does it difſer from that Faith which the 
Apoſtles themſelves had while our Lord was on Earth, 
that it acknowledges the Neceſsity and Merit of his 
Death, and the Power of his Reſurrection.

Nor, 4. Doth he fin by Infirmities, whether in Act, 
Word or Thought.

in him, but doth not commit Sin. And though he cannog 


ſay, He hath not finned, yet now, he finneth not. 3 | 
7. This then is the Salvation which is through Faith, 
even in the preſent World: A Salvation from Sin, and 
the Conſequences of Sin, both often expreſt in the Word 
Juli ſcation; which, taken in the largeſt Senſe, implies, 
A Deliverance from Guilt and Puniſhment, by the A- 
tonement of CHRIST actually applied to the Soul of 
the Sinner now believing on him, and a Deliverance 
from the whole Body of Sin through CRISH gradually 
formed in his Heart. So that he who is thus juſtified or 
ſaved by Faith, is indeed bora again. He is born again 
of the' Spirit unto a new Life, which is hid with Chris 
in GOD.

HI. The firſt uſual Objection to this is, 
. That to preach Salvation or Juſtification by: Faith * 


To which a ſhort Anſwer might be given: It would be 
fo, if we ſpake, as ſome do, of a Faith which was ſepa.

2. But it may be of Uſeto consider it more at large:

that believing ye are ſaved, another. Not of Works, left 
any Man /hould boaſt.

So far were 
they from deſerving Faith; which therefore, . whenever 
given, is not of Works. Neither is Salvation of the 
Works we do when we believe.

Ghoſt 2 
Other Foundation cas no May lay, than that which is 
laid, even F ESUS CHRIST. So then, That whoſoever 
believeth on him Hall be ſaved, is and muſt be the 
Foundation of all our Preaching ; that is, muſt be 
preached firſt. 4 Well, but not to all.” To whom then 
are we not to preach it? Whom ſhall we except? The 
Poor? Nay, they have a. peculiar W the 
Goſpel preached unto them.

yet we muſt ſpeak the Words of our Lord. For thus 
the Tenor of our Commiſsion runs, Go and preach the 
Gofpel to every Creature. If any Man wreſt it or any 
Part of it to his Deſtruction, he muſt bear his own Bur- 
den. But Rill, as the Lord liuetb, whatſoever the Lord 
faith unto us, That æue will hrt. 
8. At this Time more eſpecially will we ſpeak, That 
y Grace ye are ſaved thro' Faith: Becauſe never was the 
maintaining this Doctrine more ſeaſonable than it is at 
this Day. Nothing but this can effectually prevent the 
Increaſe of the Romiſb Deluſion among us. Tis end- 
Teſs to attack one by one, all the Errors of that Apoſtate 
Church. But Salvation by Faith ſtrikes at the Root, 
and all fall at once where this is eſtabliſhed, It was this 
Doctrine (which our Church juſtly calls the firong Rock | 
and Foundation of the Chriftian Religion) that firſt drove 
Popery out of theſe Kingdoms, and 'tis this alone can 
keep it out.
